Mr Hayllor then addressed tho Jury on 
‘behalf of the prisoner, He satd that the law 
of England was very stringent, and yery 
properly so, in cases of homicide, It was 
for the prisoner to shew that at the time he 
committed the deed.that he wan insane, He 
(Mr Hayllar) would rely on some of the 


much eyidence.- Foley was of opinion that 
the whole thing occupied only a few scoonds, 
and he (the learned: counsel) desired the 
Jury to note this fact, In oases of provoca- 
tion and sudden anger this question of time 
was all important, as it.was generally taken 
to reduce, on mercifil consideration, any 
such crime from murder to manslaughter, 
In this case, Gutierrez waa a drinking man: 
in fact, all the parties belonged to an ox- 
tremely low class, and the Jury would have to 
consider this, as well as other matters he need, 
not mention but leave to their knowledge of 
the world—there were strong probabilities, 
notwithstanding the statement of the wo~ 
man, that Newman’s version of the story 
was the true one, The prisoner expected to 
find no one in the house at that hour, and 
locked the door with the feeling that he was 
alone with the woman. And spite of the

His learned friend 
had _ reminded the Jury -that xmiurder 
involved malice aforethought; but it was 
hia (the A, G.) duty to explain that malice 
was either implied or expressed, and that the 
nse of a deadly weapon was presumed malice, 
So that this was no defence to the ohargo 
of murder, and could in no way reduce 
the orime to.manélanghter. “If prisoner had 
not. known right from wrong, then the Jury 
would have had to bring in a verdict of not. 
guilty on the ground of insanity. - Unless 
passion were caused by sufliciont provoca- 
tion, the passion did not reduce tho orime, 
‘Was there any evidence of euch provocation? 
Jt was true that if a husband caught his 
wife in the act of adultery, and killed her, 
tho law reduced that orimo to manslaughter 
of alow degree; but even a husband was, 


not thus justified if he only had: suspicions | 


of his wife’s unfaithfulness. Here the tic 
was only fempocary, and (such asit was) was 
about to be broken, as prisoner purposed 
going away. Again, supposing Gutierrez had 
armed himself with the tomahawk, prisoner 
was justified in taking life only to save his 


‘own. But here the woman, who had given 


hor evidence straightforwardly and with-no 
apparent animus against tho prisdner, stated 
that Newman passed into the kitchen, camo 
back with the tomahawk (which he had had 
with him in Shanghai), and then commenced 
to infliot those wounds each of which were 
enough-te cause death, There could not pos- 
sibly be any justification for such violenco, 
The learned A. G. next- referred to a-case 
quoted by Mr Hayllar, and from the Judge’s 
words corroborated his position, both as to 
fact and law, It waso question of . belief 
in the woman’s truthfulness, and the Jury 
would note ‘that only one minor slip ‘of 
memo appeared in her evidence, Under 
the Judge's direotion, the Jury-would con- 
sider_whether there was any justification for 
the prisoner's acts or not. 

The -Aoting Chief Justice then summed 
‘up. Having asked the Jury to clear their 
minds of all thet had been said onteide, 
‘arid also to Gistidguish between the wounds 
inflicted on “the woman ‘and. the charge of

proof of provocation haying been given, 
excepting the finding of Guttierez in the 
house, ‘he woman Lockhardt was not a 
Woman in whose evidence they conld, 
under ordinary circumstances, place muoh 
confidence, but.they must consider that in 
the present instance she had given her ovid- 
ence after a narrow escape from death 
herself, and under solemn circumstances, and 
that thero was an apparent absence of ma- 
lice in the way in which she had’ mado her 
statements, ‘They must also consider who- 
‘ther the evidence that prisoner ad fetched 
the weapon he used from an adjoining room 
was conclusive, and, if it. wera, he thought 
they could hardly find that’ the ‘deed. was 
committed in the heat of a moment, without 
thov~ht ef what.he was about,’ They had
